Fr and among pro- 
fessed politicians. That enemy is not found 
m any one man, or set of men, so much as in 
the desire to buy and sell office for political 
services, Whoever becomes. tainted with 
this itching to make merchandise of the pub- 
lie offices, whether as vendor or parchaser, 
may be counted on as instinctively a foe to 
Civil Service Reform, Every man who wants

There is no lack of material for ship-bnild- 
ing in the United States, We have all th 
timber, and all the iron, and all the coal, 
and everything else entering into the con- 
struction of vessels of iron, wood, or 
posite, in plentiful abundance, Our iron is 
so much superior to that of other nations 
that we can build a steamship of an equal 
capacity with a British vessel, but with a 
large percentage of less iron. Before the war 
we had machine-shops for the manufacture 
of marine engines which were unrivalled by 
those of any other country. The huge an- 
chores and cables produced in American shops 
are now rusting on the docks and in the 
yards of New York, there being no vessels to 
use them. In a country so blessed by Provi- 
dence with an inexhaustible supply of raw 
material for ship-building, the business has 
perished,—has become a lost art,—and the 
American flag has practically disappeared 
trem the ports of all nations. Excépting the 
local traflic along the coasts, there 
are but few American steamers now afloat, 
and none are building. Am inquiry by a 
Congressional Committee, as to the causes of 
this decline and abandonment, resulted fn 
the unanimous verdict that the indastry had 
been killed by taxation. It was also demon- 
strated that, by the removal of the taxation, 
the business of ship-building—especially of 
iron vessels and steamships—would be im- 
mediately resumed. The ingenuity of Con- 
gress bas been employed for six years or more 
in u vain endeavor to devise some plan by 
which ship-building might be restored with- 
out the removal of taxes,—taxes, by the way, 
which produce comparatively no revenue, 
and are purely protective. At last Secretary 
Boutwell, in person, in a two-hours’ speech 
to the Committee of Commerce, has proposed 
his plan. It is by no means new, having been 
rejected substantially several times by Con- 
grees. His plan proposes to pay to the own. 
ers of vessels built in the United States a 
system of bounty, or so much per ton per 
annum for each vessel, for a period of five 
years. The rates of bounty to be paid are 
thus scheduled : 


Iron steamships, not lees than 1,000 tons, #10 per 
ton, for five years, 
Bailing vessels, aie, mot less than 400 tons, $9 per 


ton, for tive years. 
Fishing craft on the Atlantic fishbries, 86 per 
ton. for five years. 


He proposes to limit the construction of 
the iron steamships to an aggregate tonnage 
of 500,000 tons, to the. owners of which the 
United States shall pay $5,000,000 per year

an aggregate of $25,000,000, These vessels 
are to be gwned by private persons and 
00 ons, and are to be run and 
operated exclusively by them, fer their on 
personal and corporate profit. They are 0 
de employed exclusively in the trade be- 


tries. In plain terms, it is a proposition to 
pay outof the Treasury of the United States, 
to the owners of steamships and sailing 
vessels, $50 per ton for steamships, $40 per 
ton for sailing vessels of the larger class, 
and $50 per ton for fishing and smali craft. 
It proposes to leave the taxes on the 
materials just the same, bat to pay from 
the Treasury this sum annnally to enable 
men to build ships. Propositions heretofore 
made to enable any person building a ship 
to be paid back whatever taxes he might 
have paid to the Government in the material 
used by him, were rejected by Con gress.
